A NEW BLOfK. 


Aud now we are having a boom iu th 


jrectiou ot business blocks. This fore 
noon a leporter had a glance at the plan 
drawn by E. McNabb & Son, the archi 
tects, for the new business block to be 
built at once on the corner fronting AVa 
ter street and the Park south of the M;t 
ionic Temple, by Mr. James W. Haworth 
of the check-rower firm of Haworth i 
Sons. Tliis block will be one of the hand 
somest and most conveniently arrangec. 
:lwt will ever be erected in Decatur, anc 
will bo u monument to the commendable 
public spirit ot the gentlemen who wil 
invest about $50,000 in the improvement 
It will lie a brick structure three stories 
ligh and will have a frontage on the park 
ot 87 feet, and also a frontage on AVatei 
street of 80 feet. In its general appear 
mce it will resemble the Ullrich build- 
ng. But it will have n terra cotta cor- 
nice, a cut-oil' corner opening into a room 
ou the lirst iloor suitable for a bank, and 
;he generous trimmings will be of stone 
md colored brick. East of the bank 
•oom there will be four store-rooms—two 
10x83 feet inside, and the la.st one, which 
will occupy the spaco where the Blenz 
meat mark«t is now located, will be 18x83 
'eet in size. There will also be a store 
•oom on the AVater street front, on the 
lortli side of the new block. The size of 
his store room will be 22x49 feet. An 
ulley ten feet wide will extend along the 
north side of the building from Water to 
State streets, which will be a passage-way 


f great convenience to occupants of the 
lock. The second and third floors with 
leir lofty ceilings and splendid ventila- 
on and light will be divided up into 
arge and handsome offices for profession- 
1 gentlemen. There will be 1G rooms on 
le second Iloor and 10 rooms ou the 
iiird iloor, and on each iloor there will 
o water closets and other modern con-v 
eniencc.s. 
The ascent to the second 


oor will be made by a stairway live feet 
vide in the middle of the block from the 
outh side; there will also be a stairway 
utrauce on the AVater street .side, near 
Jo alley, and in the hall entrance to this 
tiiirway will be found a steam elevator 
scending to the third Iloor, which will 
o kept running during businesss hours 
or the accommodation of the occupants of 
tiese ollices and their friends and patrons. 
This will be the first and only passenger 
levator ever built in Decatur and will 
e a novelty in its way. Four of the of- 
ces on each of the second and third 
oors will front on the park and four on 
Vater street, and the windows on all the 
oors will be of French plate glass. AYide 
alls divide the offices, and two flights of 
airways lead to the third floor, so that 
le means of escape in case ot fire are 
mple. The basement will be fitted up 
n fine style for business purposes, and a 
erne pavement of regulation width will 
xtend on the south and west sides of the 
lock. 
The entire building will be heated by 
earn. 
The plans for this structure were drawn 


> Mr. \Vill O. McNabb, who designed 
nd built the George ID. Haworth man- 
on. The block will be of the Komau- 
sqne style of architecture with a pretty 
ouibination of modern ideas in the way 
f trimming. 
It is the purpose of Mr. Haworth to 
live the building ready for occupaccj b\ 
ept.

An aged and well-known German citi 


zeu, a native of Prussia, Frederick Stom 
mel, died last night at 10 o'clock at th 
family residence on West Main street, ir 
the 72d year of his age. The deceased 
who was a baker by occupation, aud liiu 
lived in Decatnr since 1855, was stricken 
with paralysis two weeks ago, and die 
not rally. Mr. Stommel waft born on 
Jan. 24, 1S12.

The New Pension Law. 


The bill amending the pension laws bj 


increasing the pensions of soldiers and 
sailors who have lost an arm or a leg in 
ihe service provides that all persons ou 
;he pension rolls, and all persons here 
after granted a pension, who, while in 
;he military or naval service of the United 
States, and in the line of duty shall Lave 
ost one hand or foot, or been permanent- 
y disabled ao as to render their incapacity 
o perform manual labor equivalent to 
the loss of a band or foot, shall receive a 
pension of $24 per mouth; that all per 
sous now on the pension rolls, and all 
>crsous hereafter granted a pension, who 
n like manner shall have lost either an 
irin at or above the elbow, or a leg at or 
ibove the knee, or shall have been other- 
wise so disabled as to be incapacitated to 
)erform manual labor, but not so mnch as 
o require regular personal aid and at 
endunce, shall receive n pension of $30 
per month. Many pensioners iu Macou 
ounty arc benefited by this change in 
he Inw.

THE famoiih "W'tiHcd Lake iu the 


statu of lown, 150 miles west of Du- 
buque, has recently attracted much 
attention. 
It is in the midst of prai- 


rie land, nnd is two or three feet 
above the carth'b surface. 
It is en- 


closed by u wall of stones in some 
places ten feet high, fifteen feet wide 
at the bottom, and five feet wide at 
the top. 
The stones vary iu weight 


from three tons to 100 pounds. 
There are no stones on the surface 
of the ground within ten miles of 
the lake. 
A few years ago the ice on 


the lake broke the wall in several 
places, and the farmers were obliged 
to repair it to prevent inundation.

IMPORTANT CAPTURE. 


Lou Houck, the Gambler and Murderer 


Flnallyin the Tolls of tbe Law. 


From Friday's Daily. 


Lou Houck, of Ohio, the friend and 


companion of James Frazer, James 
Bailoy, nod others, has been arrested at 
Los Angeles, Cal., and is now in Ohio to 
answer to a charge of a murder committed 
by him fire years ago. He was arrested 
by Detective John T. Nome, of Ohio, who 
has been in Decatur quite often searching 
for his man. He came here once to see 
Bailey, who was supposed to be Houck, 
nnd who was then confined in the county 
jail, from \vhich he escaped cue night 
with several other prisoners and has 
never since been heard of. The crime for 
which Honck is going to stand trial in 
Ohio, was committed iu 1878, On Jan. 
31, 1878, four meu occupied a smoking- 
car of a train on the Coinmbn», Hocking 
valley and Toledo road which ivaa ap- 
proaching Delaware, Delaware count}, O. 
Houck, a man named Houghton, who was 
a whisky drummer, and Panl Lou man 
were playing cards in cue of the seata. 
The fourth man looked on. Houghton 
was apparently playing into Houck's 
hand, and Lohmdn was the victim of the 
pair. After losing heavily, Lob man nroce 
and accused tho others of sharp practice— 
a charge that was hotly denied by the de- 
fendants, andcluring thediacnssion Houck 
drew a revolver and shot Lehman, who 
died on board the train a short time after- 
ward. 
Honghton was arrested by the 


passengers and held until the arrival of 
tho tram at the station. Houck leveled 
his weapon before him and .made his way 
to the rear door. Reaching the platform 
he jumped to the ground, although the 
train was going at H high rate of speed. 
Before the trainmen discovered the tragedj 
which occurred in the forward portion of 
the train, and signaled the engineer 
Honck had gained his feet and made liis 
way across the adjacent farms. Honghton 
was tried as an acceaory to the murder 
inJ sentenced to two years in tho Oolum- 
ims penitentiary, recovering his freedom 
in 1881. Tho hunt for Hotick was insti- 
tuted by th<3 railway company, and was 
unsuccessful until a few days ago, when 
ho was arrested at Los Angeles, Oal. The 
areer oC Houck subsequently to the mur- 
der was u varied one. Ho made his way 
;o Washington, D. C, and while there 
mauagtd to make his living by his wits, 
vhich have served him noil. He was an 
adept at card-playing, and while in \Vasli- 
cgtou communicated with his father and 
wife, who met him at the national capital, 
he latter aooompnnynis him in his long 
light from justice. Honck has often been 
n Docatur, and is personally known to 
iiiiny of the sporting fraternity here. He 
iscd to put up at the Priest House, and 
n company -with other monte men work 
ho grays on the various trains. It is to 
30 lioped that he has tlirown his last 
javd. 


Honck li ved in Decattir with his f IILU- 


ly for a number of years, but sold, his 
lousehold ell'ects at public sale and left, 
lie city. Last summer he was reported 
tilled near Galveston, Texas, but it seems 
there was IID truth in that ston,

OUR CITY SCHOOLS. 


A Pew Words to Parents Having. Chil- 


dren That will Enter Next Term. 


Allow me to call your attention to a few 


things that will contribute to the success 
of your children daring their first term in 
school. There is nothing like getting a 
good start, in this world, so please have 
your children all ready to start at 8:45 
on Monday morning, March 26th, 1888. 
Now some of you will be apt to put off 
the necessao preparation for a few days, 
and thereby your children will not enter 
vrntil the next Monday. This is a great 
loss to them, anil will give tbe teacher 
much extra work. Strange as it may 
seem to you, it is a fact that these little 
children learn many important things 
this first week in school. It will take the 
whole term to fuly make up what will be 
lost by absence during this week. 


Your children will want a certificate 


from your family physician that they are 
properly vaccinated. Permit me to urge 
upon you the importance of attending to 
this at once. Proper blanks tor these 
certificates will be cherfully given at the 
ollice in the High School, whenever you 
may call for them. Our friends, the doc- 
tore, sometimes complain that you neglect 
this matter until the very day that the 
schools open, aud then come vpon them 
iu such numbers that it is impossible to 
wait upon you. So, I repeat, please at- 
tandto the vaccination at once. 


Your children will also neud a elate, u 


pencil, aud a Rpouge tho da}' they outer 
school. Please do not buy a book until 
the teacher asks you to do so. 


Anxious mothers sometimes ask me 


what they can do before their children 
enter school that will help them along in 
their school work. I answer, do not try 
to teach them their letters, and please 
do not worry yourself nor your children 
if you. find that the teacher is not doing 
so. I assure yau that it will all come 
out right, although you may not be able 
to see how such a thing is possible. But 
yon can help your children by teaching 
them how to count up to 10 or 20 and 
how to make the figures as high as ten. 
Also by little concrete examples, as there 
are 2 eggs in one nest and 1 in another, 
how many in both? Mary had 3 eggs in 
her apron and broke 2,ho\v many had she 
left? .The girl had 4 eggs, into how muny 
nests could plie put two eggs? Be narefnl 
not to make the examples too difficult. Use 
small numbers, but strive to get the an- 
swer (13 promptly ns possible. 


Finally, }ou can help your children for 


all time" by teaching them that their 
school work should be douoearnestly and 
faithfully ench day. They are, in fact, 
beginning tho work of life. We hope to 
BO arrange it that no little shoulders shall 
be too heavily weighed.

I called 
there nearly a year ago, and would then 
hove recommended its establishment if it 
had been found to be urged by any of the 
parties I have named. 


Now I have to advise yon that I have no 


no doubt of its favorable consideration 
by the Itepnrtmcnt, but the city itself 
has aa interest, to be shown iu promptly 
and perfectly labeling its street corners 
and numbering its houses everywhere. 
We cannot make a good, clean, satisfac- 
tory, prompt, efficient arid creditable de- 
livery by carrier, without a properly ad- 
dressed mail, and the sooner the condi- 
tion named is met by you tho sooner free 
delivery may be had.

have consulted, as far as possible, with 
the officers of the Macon County Agri- 
cnlfcural society, and have considered the 
terms of the resolution, aud they find that 
it will be necessary to have free use of 
the grounds for more than one week in 
each year in order to make the necessary 
preparations for holding the fair; that by 
the terms of the resolution, the persons 
buying said grounds are not required to 
put the grounds in repair for holding the 
fair, but only for a driving park, and that 
there are no conditions requiring a fair to 
be held. We are ot the opinion, that in 
compliance with the spirit of the resolu- 
tion, the grounds ought to be sold, but at 
the same time the proper safe-guards 
should be established, to insure the hold- 
ing of a fair, and we therefore recommend 
that a committee of three members of this 
board be appointed by the chairman to 
make a sale of the said fair grounds for 
not less than six thousand dollars, upon 
such terms as may be in accordance with 
the resolution and this report, and that 
the said committee have full power to act 
iu the premiaeo, subject to the approval 
of the board of supervisors.
